At the beginning of each financial year , spooial export lioendes under the Indian 
Toa Control Aot , 1938 , are issued to govor the shipment of tho balunoo of quotay for 
toa outstanding for Axport at the ond of the provirus financial yoar. Thoso licences 
woro originally valid only upto the 31st day of May of the financial your in which 
they wore iugund , but owing the shipping and fright diffioultion during thi Wai , the 
Act way amonded in 1943 so as to oxtond their period of validity from 2 to 12 months. 
Now that condition to roturnod to normal, it is considored desirablo to rovert to the 
period of validity onginally fixed for those livonco4 , and the Bill is designod to give 
effuot to this objout, as also to make nooossary connequential amondmonts .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


This Bill is intended to amend soction 90 of tho Nival Disciplino Aot ag bet 
forth in the First Schedule to the Indian Navy (Discipline) Act , 1934 . As framed 
at prosent , tho section applies only in time of war . An emergency might arise be 
fore tho outbreak of Lostilities in which the Government of India wishod to avail 
thomsolvay of the services of vessels and tako them up as though the country were 
at war . Another provision of section !90 rofers to sup s companies, crows and offi . 
oury of those morchant les cols which aru tuken up by the Govorment and applius 
the Navy Discipline Art to them as ship s companies . It has been held that if the 
mon of one of these vessels were transferred to another or sent ashore for training 
purposes or 10 hospital, tho Naval Discipline Aut would has to apply to thom . 
This would be an insatisfactory position , Finally , diffioulties Arise as to tho oxaot 
status of men when they translor from their former occupation to the vaval porvioe . 
This is overcomo by the proposed amendment which provides that no man , 
come under the operation of the Ant unless ho voluntarily entors into an agreemei 
with the Central Govornmont. 

2 . Seotion 90 was amendod in the abovo sojise by clauso (d ) of sub -section ( 5 ) 
of section 6 of tho Defence of India Act , which expired on the 30th September , 1940 , 
The amendment has beel continued in force for another six months by gootion 2 
( 1 ) (ii) of the Emergenvy Provisjong (Continuance ) Ordinanon , 1948 . It is how 
over nocessary to make the amendment permanent, as has been done to the Nave : 
Disciplino Aot by an Act of Parliament.
